Tremb ly, Jesse H am and Mrs. Halverson. 
In ju re d —D au ghter of F ran k 
Peterson, 
cannot llvo; F ra n k W ilkinson, cannot 
live; entire fam ily of John Morris, b adly 
m angled; six children of Ell Balthazar, 
m ore or less Inju red. 
People on tho Hock Island train from 
the north last evening b rou ght partial de­ 
tails of the cyclone. 
It started ab ou t six 
miles sou th of Clifton and w ont in a 
northeasterly direction for twelve or flf-. 
teen miles, then lost Its force b y spread-1 
ing. 
It passed ab ou t half way b etween 
Clifton and Morganvillo. 
P a th w a y Ma rked by D eva sta tion. 
I ’H track varied from 150 yards to a 
piarter of a mile in width. It tore throu gh 
u farm ing com m u n ity an d left n othin g 
standing. Hou ses and b arns were wrecked, 
trees torn u p or b roken, fences leveled and 
hay stacks b lown in every direction. 
The 
cyclone was followed b y a terrific rain 
storm which lasted sevoru l hou rs, flooding 
t he devastated district. 
There had b een 
Indications of a heavy rain all day, with 
local showers, b u t 
nob ody expected a 
storm. 
So far as learned the victim s were 
In the hou ses and the. m ost of them had 
retired. 
The storm stru ck Peter A n d er­ 
son’s hou se at 9 :8 ) o’clock. 
This was 
ab ou t a mile from the sta rtin g point. The 
hou se was dem olished in an instant. 
Ev­ 
ery m emb er of t he A nderson fam ily was 
inju red. 
W hen they had ex oriented the m ­ 
selves from the deb ris they discovered that 
A nderson's grandchild was missing. 
Ill« w th e llo« !y H a lf n Milo. 
Thfl do ml b ody of the child was fou nd 
in a ravine half a tu lle away. 
It evid en t­ 
ly had ltoon 
carried the re b y tho wind, 
Anderson alarm ed the 
neighb ors who 
lived ou t of the track of tho storm and 
search was com menced for victims. 
At 
noon yesterday It was thou ght that fill the 
victims had b een fou nd 
A large n u m ­ 
b er of cattle and horses were killed, and 
fru it in the storm ’s track was ru ined. 
It 
is impossib le at this lim e to estim ate the 
dam age to b u ildings and other property, 
llcart-rendlng tales of su ffering are told 
b y persons 
who visited the scene of the 
storm. 
Many of tho Inju red lay all night 
pinned dow n b y wreckage or parayzod 
in the mu d, while others crawled or hob ­ 
b led 
across 
the cou ntry to neighb ors’ 
hou ses. 
W reck of the Morris Homo, 
In several Instances people wore lifted 
into the air b y the cyclone ami carried for 
a . distance and then su ddenly dropped. 
Bu ildings were lifted u p and then hu rled 
to the grou nd with force enou gh to de­ 
molish t Item. 
Tho wife and d a u ghter of 
John Morris wore rondlngw hon the shock 
came. 
T he hou se was 
divided. 
The 
women m anaged to get ou t, w hen the 
wind picked them u p, carried them 2 
h>
